E v en the mo st hawkish su ppo rters o f 
A m e ric a's inv o lv ement in Vietnam seem 
to hav e co me to the co nclu sio n that the 
w a r . as it has been fo u g ht, is no t wo rth 
the candle. Its o bjectiv es, impo rtant as 
they were and are. hav e simply beco me 
o u tweig hed 
by 
its 
im m en se 
co sts 
in 
wealth, blo o d and do mestic tu rmo il. 
In this sense, at least, there is a kind 
o f u nity in America, tho u g h the co ntro ­ 
v ersy rag es o v er ho w to cu t the co sts 
o f the w a r while no t abando ning u tterly 
w h atev er achiev ements m ay still be sal­ 
v ag ed fro m it. 
Yet in o u r u niv ersal desire to end 
the 
w a r and o u r alarm at its div isiv e and 
inflatio nary effects at ho me, we are in 
dan g er o f ig no ring o ther, ev en mo re pe r­ 
nicio u s co nsequ encies o f to o precipitate 
and to o co mplete 
a rev ersal o f the po li­ 
cies and beliefs which led 
us into the 
co nflict in the first place. 
One of these consequences is a grow­ 
ing a ntimilita rism, which is shared both 
by those who v iew the wa r as immora l 
from start to finish and by those who 
once fav ored it but now feel that the 
milita ry has let us down. 
A recent news report told of wide­ 
sprea d 
disillusionment 
a mong 
v etera n 
ca reer officers. 
“ Ma ny of my contempora ries with 
15 and 16 y ea rs of serv ice are packing 
it in,” an A r m y lieutena nt colonel wa s 
quoted as sa y ing, “ Pride of profession 
has kept them going, but that pride is 
taking a terrible ba ttering these da y s.” 
Air Force officer resigna tions jumped 
nea rly 50 per cent in fisca l 19 6 9 ov er fis­ 
ca l 19 6 8 . Army resigna tions w'ere up 
about 14 per cent. The climb wa s sma ller 
in the Marine Corps while N a v y figures 
rem a ined the sa m e. 
The outlook for a ttra cting new' offi­ 
cers is disma l. ROTC recruitment on 
* 
college ca m puses is ex pected to be no­ 
ticea bly a ffected by a ntimilita rism this 
y ea r. 
America ns seem to ha v e forgotten, 
or no longer believ e, that in this country 
the milita ry is controlled by civ ilia ns. 
It wa s no t a genera l but a civ ilian presi­ 
dent who committed hundreds of thous­ 
ands of .American soldiers to a land war 
in Asia, ag ainst the long-standing wa rn­ 
ings of some of our m ost eminent mili­ 


ta ry m en—Genera ls Gav in, Shoup and 
Ridgwa y . for ex a mple. 
Once in the war, the a rmed forces 
fought it as well as they could with the 
restrictions placed upon them—restric­ 
tions that were necessa ry to prev ent the 
conflict from esca la ting into World War 
III but which a ny a rmcha ir stra tegist 
ca n now see doomed it to the indecisiv e, 
endless struggle it beca me. 
The milita ry m a y be a ccused of de­ 
ceiv ing three or four a dministrations with 
constant promises of a turning point or 
the rea ching of that elusiv e light at the 
end of the tunnel. But the responsibility 
ultima tely rests on those who ga v e them 
an impossible job to do. 
“ It is unjust and unwise to attack the 
milita ry beca use they ha v e done their 
best to ex ecute directions giv en them by 
the political lea dership,” w'rites Anthony 
Ha rtley , editor of Interplay ma ga zine. 
“ Unjust beca use they are not respon­ 
sible for initiating policy . Unwise beca use 
too constant and ex trem e an a ntimilita ­ 
rist onsla ught risks crea ting in a pro­ 
fessiona l body of officers bitterness lea d­ 
ing in the not so long run to the v ery 
ty pe of milita rism which the critics fea r.” 
The present clima te of a ntimilita rism 
will hav e done America a disserv e, he 
adds, if it produces a psy chologica l rift 
between society and the a rmed serv ices, 
which there is so much talk of ma king 
entirely v olunta ry . It will also ha v e done 
the world a disserv ice if it crea tes un­ 
certa inty as to the ex ecution of Am eri­ 
ca n com m itm ents and ends by lea v ing a 
power v a cuum in the most crucia l a rea s 
of international tension. 
In a world where pea ce still depends 
upon a ba la nce of power, sa y s Ha rtley , 
a ntimilita rist emotion is as bad a guide 
to policy as milita rist emotion. 
A thoughtful and dispa ssiona te rea s­ 
sessm ent of A m erica ’s ca pa bilities and 
responsibilities in the light of the Viet­ 
na m ex perience is one thing.

You 
may save y our life if y ou keep 
things in good shape. 


Although the connection may 
not be too obvious, unnecessary 
breakdown can cause lost time, 
and when y ou get behind y ou 
can get careless. When y ou get 
c a r e l e s s around machines 
y ou're asking for trouble. That 
is to say nothing about the 
bruised knuckles y ou’ll save if 
you don’t have to stop and clean 
out a plugged up machine. 


Also, don’t forget to put a 
fire extinguisher on y our picker 
or combine. A good fire depart­ 
ment is worthless when y ou're 
a half-a-mile from the nearest 
! telephone out in a muddy field. 
A small investment for a fire 
extinguisher can mean the dif­ 
ference between an operating 
machine and no corn picker at 
all, not to mention the tractor 
or the operator getting burned. 
A $10 extinguisher is a cheap 
fire insurance policy for a cost­ 
ly corn picker.
